Unfortunately the experiment at 
Moines has been conducted under confused 
and embarrassed circumstances. It was not 
adopted as a settled policy, but as a tempora- 
ry makeshift to supply the City Government 
with meansin atime of emergency. It has 
been in operation only four months, and no- 
body expects that it will be continued much 
longer than the meeting of the Legisiature. 
None of the saloonkeepers expect to be pay- 
ing a high license next year. A passing ex- 


fall short of being a full and satisfactory test 
of high license as a settled policy.

But the court costs incident to 
the attempted enforcement of the law be- 
came so great that the prosecutions had to be 
dropped through fear of bankrupting the 
county. In recent years the law has been 
practically a dead letter, although hanging 
over the saldonkeepers like the sword of 
Damocies, until the prohibitory statute was 
dropped and the high-license experiment 
begun. 

The Des Moines experiment need cause no 
fears as to the success of the high-license 
policy in Illinois. It does not contradict, 
but only confirms, the demonstrated truth 
that high license restricts the number of 
saloons. It shows that we only prohibition 
or regulation capable of enforcement is that 


| which imposes a money penalty on the tratf- 


fie, and that it is better and eheaper to collect 
this in advanee as a license fee rather than 
at the end of costly prosecution as. a fine. 
Either way of exacting the penalty will 
operate to lessen the number of saloons, but 
neither of them will prohibit the traffic.

MODEL TENEMENTS TESTED. 

— scheme for securing improved dwell- 
ings for the working classes, which was set 
forth in the report made by its committee to 
the Citizens’ Association recently, and which 
was commended by Tun Trisune to our 


_eapitalists, both as a remedy for the discon- 


tent of labor and as a profitable investment, 
has been tested in New York with success. 
The results of the experiment, therefore, may 
be taken as a basis from which to judge of 
its success in this city, tor the plan is identi- 
cally the same in its general outlines. The 
detailed workings, as they are set forth in 
the Evening Post of that city, will furnish 
many practical hints to the projectors of tne 
Chicago scheme. 

In 1880 some of the members of the New 


- York Sanitary Reform Association resolved 


to build a block of these model tenements in 
such a manner as to give better homes to the 
working classes and at the same time pay a 
fair interest on the investment. They se- 
lected a plot of land 200 feet square, and the 
buildings were finished in a substantial man- 
ner in the spring of 1882, the location being 
on First avenue, between Seventy-first and 
Seventy-second streets. The buildings con- 
sist of one block, facing the avenue, which 
has ten stores on the ground. wich apart- 
ments overhead and three buildings on each 


| side street, which, the Post says, are con- 


structed. “on the damb-bell plan, apart- 
ments being ed in each hall of 
the dumb-bell, nt and -rear, with 
the closets and stairs, in the narrow 
part or handle. By this arrangement a 
large court is secured between each butida- 
ing, which is lit by the sun all day and makes 
a fine playground for the children, Every 
room and water-closet has a window open- 
ing to the outer air. The rear apartments 
have as much sun as the fygnt. Each apart- 
ment has a sink with running water, and 


under the sink is a shute far ashes. The

operation. It is evident that the New York 
experiment was tried upon a more expen- 
sive basis than that proposed by our asso- 
ciation, as the buildings are larger and in- 
clude a reading-room and library and oppor- 
tunities for games, all of which might be in- 
Chicago plan, as they will go 
far to conduce to the attractiveness of the 
tenements. It is a quegtion whether two or 
three large tenements would answer the 
purpose so well as several smaller ones eov- 
ering the same general plan and details. 
“The main point to be considered now is 
that the scheme suggested by the associa- 
tion for Chicago hasbeen tested and proved 
successful in New York. There @ught to 
be no hesitation on part of our capital- 
ists. Who will put ball in motion? It 
will be a noble work for the working classes, 
and it willbe money in the pockets of the 
investors. 
BOURBON MUMMERIES AT GORITZ. 
About a dozen antiquated French gentle- 
men, who have arrived at a stage of political 
second childhood, assembled at Goritz Tues- 
and went through the form of declar- 
the aged Count of Paris the successor of 
the defunct Count of Chambord. This 
doubt less that the antiquated gentle- 
men in question regard the Count of Pans 
as King of France, The inscription on the 
coffin which contained theagemains of De 
Chambord proclaimed him King of France. 
Few Frenchmen were aware of it. The 
French nation, with the exception of a 
dozen or. 80 antique gentlemen; have for 
some time looked upon Franee as a Repub- 
lic, which had repudiated every form of 
monarchy, and held in special contempt all 
the Bourbon breed, for the excellent 
reason that the b was worthless. But 
the dozen mumwmery-loving gentlemen 
assembled at Goritz went further than 
naming the Count of Paris suecessor to 
De Chambord. They passed a resolution 
expressing devotion to the principles of the 
monarchy—that is to say, of an Orleanist 
monarchy in France. The twelve old gentle- 
men, including the Count Rochefoueauld and. 


Baron la Reinty, then adjourned, no doubt 


well pleased with themselves. The fact that 
they will be permitted to return, and that no 
notice will be taken of their action by the 
Republican authorities of France, shows how 
ridiculous are the antics of the old gentie- 
men, and with what contempt or indifference 
they and their resolutions and their King“ 
are regarded by the French people and Goy- 
ernment. 

It France ever tires of the Republic the Or- 
leanists and the Bourbons are the last fami- 
ly they would solicit to provide them with 
a monareh. The French nation has tried the 
Bourbons often. In every case there have 
been failure, disappointment, and disaster.

Chi- 
cago perhaps more than any other city in the 
world suffers from this cause. The réfuse 
stock of the whole Northwest is dumped 
into Chicago slaughter-houses, There is no 
animal so emaciated or badly diseas@d that a 
buyer for it cannot be found among the local 
butchers. Cattle in the last stages of splenic- 
fever, cholera hogs, seabby sheep, and ani- 
mals which have been smothered or tram- 
pled to death while in transit find a 
ready market here. There is a remedy 
for this outrageous imposition upon the pub- 
lie. It consists in a thorough system of in- 
spection at the Stock-Yards. At present but 
one man is on duty there. To look after the 
stock which goes to the packing and canning 
establishments is certainly all that he should 
be required todo, At the main entrance to 
the yards, whence are driven all the animais 
intended tor city consumption, there should 
be stationed a competent officer .whose ex- 
clusive duty it shall be to inspect such stock, 
This is a matter of vital importance, and 
should receive the prompt attention of Com- 
missioner De Wolf.

A Blaze at the Stock-Yards Sweeps 


Seven Acres of Cattle-Pens. 


Many Animals Barned Alive and Others 


Maimed—The Estimated Loss. 


‘One, if Not More, Persons Killed During | 


the Progress of a St. Louis Fire. 


Cdn fiagration at the Stock-Vards—The 
Loss on Cattle and Pens Over $30,- 
000 


A fire broke out in the Baltimore & Ohio 
Division of the Union Stock-Yards cattle- 
pens about 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
which at one time threatened to do a vast 
amount of damage, but the wind, which had 
been blowing quite strong up to that time, 
fortunately died down. As it is, the loss will 
amount to between $20,000 and $30,000. 

The fire is supposed to have caught from 
the spark of a passing locomotive. It started 
about five pens south of the main entrance io 
the Stock-Yards and t east of the Ex- 
change. The material of which tne 
pens are composed being very dry, 
and a considerable amount of hay and 
other combustible material being scattered 
through them, the fire spread fast, and in a 
short time the flames spread over a large 

rtion of Division A, or the Wabash Divis- 
on, and ran south nearly to the viaduct on 
Forty-third street.

ACCIDENT INSURANCE—INVOLUNTARY AC- 


TION—UNCONSCIOUS CONDITION OF MIND. 

In au action torecover the weekly indemnity 
upon an accident policy, Scheiderer vs. Travel 
ers’ Insurance Company, the complaint stated 
that “ when it was quite dark, and while he was 
in a dazed and unconscious condition of mind, 
and not knowing Or reaiizing what he was doing 
be involuntarily arose from his seat and walk 
unconsciously to the platform of the car, and 
without force on his part, fell therefrom to the 
ground and was thereby iajured.”’ The com- 
pany insisted that they were not liable for this 
casualty, as it was not accidental, but the re- 
suitof the action of we piaintiff. The trial 


ascertain the precise condition of the mind of 
the plaintiff as stated in the complaint when the 
accident occurred, and it is useless to specuiate 
as to the remote cau; of that condiuon— 
whether drunkenness, utter prostration, som- 
nambulism, brain disease, or derangement of 
the facu/ties—beyond, aside, or in Contradicdon 
of the complaint.

It will pe remembered that the 
treaty of 1868 provided that all subsequent 
agreements in order to be binding on the 
Indians must be signed by three-fourths of 
the adult males of the tribe. Of course the

. — It now appears that a large num- 

r ot the signers of this agreement were 
boys between the ages of 5 and 12. The In- 
dians refer in terms far from complimentary 
to the Rev. D. Hinman, who acted as in- 
— for the Edmunds Commission, 

who has deen very active in 
procuring signatures to the agreement, in- 
cluding those of the children above referred 
to. They also say that Mr. Hinman prom- 
ised them a strip of land in Nebraska in con- 
sideration of their cession in Dakota.

Nobody has a grievance against the con- 
ductor of a newspaper who refuses to insert 
gratuitous “appeals” for charities of any 
kind. If he does not consider the matter 
offered to him of enough interest to his 
readers to justify him in publishing it as a 
matter of news—and of this he is the sole 
judge—to ask him to printit for nothing is 
to ask him to put his hand in his pocket and 
contribute to the cause as much money 
as the space the appeal would occupy would 
cost at the rates he charges for advertis 
To resent his refusal to give money in th 
way is precisely the same as to resent his re- 
fusal to subscribe the money outright, No 
civilized people would dream of resenting a 
refusal in either forin. . 

All this would be true of any*appeal for 
any charity. The appeal in this case was an 
appeal for an expression of sympathy with 
men who had perpetrated a cowardly, savage, 
and beastly murder, a murder which only | 
cowards, savages, and beasts could have com- 
mitted, and with the commission of which 


sympathize. hen the world was horrified 
with the story of the murders in the Phenix 
Park, Lrish Catholics the world over made 
haste to join in the expressions of horror 
which the crime called out from every civil- 
ized country. From Parnell and his col- 
leagues in Parliament down to the smaliest 
organs of the Irish cause they denounced 
the crime, they disavowed all sympathy with 
criminals, and they called for the execation 
of justice upon them. ‘The criminals were 
caught and justice was done upon them, but 
no representative Lrishman had anything 
whatever to do with bringing them to justice 
excepting the informers Carey and Kavanagh 
ot whom the former has since been murdered 
by an Irishman, with the applause of 
other Irishmen, who have contributed 
to pay the expenses of his defense for an in- 
detensible crime. Representative Irishmen 
in and out of Parliament have attacked the 
execution upon the murderers of Cavendish 
and Burke of that justice which they pro- 
fessed little more than a year ago so earnest- 

to desire and have denounced as a 
“judicial murder” t®e execuuon of men 
whose trial was scrupulously fair and whose 
cuilt was glaringly clear. And now the 
climax is reached in an effort by Lrishmen 
reudent in this country, and presumably 
eitiens of it, to destroy an American news 
pape which refuses to aid them in com- 
memorating as patriots and martyrs a gang 
of murderous savages. 

The atiempt will not amount to much.
